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1. THE SPRING SESSION OF THE INTER -PARLIAMENT ARY UNION (IPU) WOUND 
UP TODAY (APRIL 20) IN BUCHAREST, WITH MOST OF THE DELEGATES FROM 
SOME 70 COUNTRIES DEPARTING FOR HOM. 

2. YESTERDAY AFTERNOON (APRIL 19) PRESIDENT NICOLAE CEAUSESCU 
MET WITH CONGRESSMAN EDWARD J. DERWINSKI, MEMBER OF THE IPU 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE AND WITH SENATOR HUGH SCOTT. U.S. DEPUTY 
CHIEF OF MISSION ROBERT J. MARTENS ACCOMPANIED THE LEGISLATORS. 

3. REPRESENTATIVE DERWINSKI AND SENATOR SCOTT PASSED ON WARM 
GREETINGS TO PRESIDENT CEAUSESCU FROM PRESIDENT RICHARD NIXON, AND 
BEST WISHES FOR HIS HEALTH AND HAPPINESS. 

4. PRESIDENT CEAUSESCU, IN HIS TURN, ASKED THE AMERICANS TO SEND 
TO PRESIDENT NIXON HIS CORDIAL BEST WISHES. 

5. THE MEETING THEN TURNED TO A DISCUSSION OF MATTERS CONCERNING 
RELATIONS BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND ROMANIA, THEIR RAPID 
DEVELOPMENT IN THE PAST FEW YEARS. AND THE COMMON WISH THAT, IN 
THE FUTURE, THE UNDERSTANDING AND COOPERATION BETWEEN THE TWO 
COUNTRIES SHOULD CONTINUE TO DEVELOP IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
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MUTUAL INTERESTS OF BOTH COUNTRIES, AND IN THE INTEREST OF WORLD 
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PEACE. 

6. ALSO DISCUSSED WERE PROBLEMS OF CURRENT INTERNATIONAL POLITICS 
OF CONCERN TO BOTH THE UNITED STATES AND ROMANIA.
